Several interesting theories are 
guiding police in their search for 
information about Calvin Good- 
man, 65-year-old eccentric bache- 
lor, reported to-have died here re- 
cently, leaving a $100,000 estate. 
One theory is that he lived as a 
hermit among Negroes and was 
buried as a Negro. Another is that 
he met with fou! play and his es- 


tate was stolen. 

The investigation was requested 
by Police Chief Kipker of Lima, O., 
and Goodman's three sisters and 
heirs, Mrs. A. V. Hefner and Mrs. 
J. Beehler of Lima, and Mrs. Caro- 
line Moyer of Marble, Ark. The sis- 
ters have been unable to find their 
brother or his estate. 

Eight years ago, Goodman, a 
farmer near Lima, performed the 
strangest deed in his queer life. He 
sold his farm and quit Lima witn 
$25,000 assets in his possession. Be- 
fore departing he is alleged to have 
compelled his sisters, at the point 
of a shotgun, to sign over to him 
their interest in certain real estate. 

Informed of Death. 

Occasionally Goodman communi- 
cated with his sisters, first from 
Walla Walla, Wash., later from va- 
rious cities all over the country. 
His wanderings apparently ended 
about 1922, when he settled down 
here. He informed his sisters he 
was living alone in a “swell dis- 
trict’ about 15 miles from the St. 
Louis Courthouse. The sisters re- 
member the district as “Forest 
Grove” or “Forest Park.’’ Then no 
word came for months and last 
March attorneys in St. Louis and 
Chicago wrote, announcing that 
Goodman was dead and offering to 
supply full information and admin- 
istered the estate for a substantial 
fee. 

Contracts submitted by the at- 
forneys were considered exorbitant 
by the sisters. They and a Lima 
bank are investigating the report 
of Goodman's death and have spent 
$10,000 so far, hopins: to find him 
alive, or to find his burial place 
and his estate. 

It has been learned that a Calvin 
Goodman lived from 1922 to 1925 
on Rock Hill road in St. Louis 
County. He lived alone ina settle- 
ment of Negro workmen and was 
accepted as a Negro. The Good- 
man from Lima had dark skin and 
might have passed for a Negro. 
The settlement is near Webster 
Groves, possibly the “swell dis- 
trict” recalled now as “Forest 
Grove." 

Dabbled in Real Fstate. 

There also is a record of a Cal- 
vin Goodman having lived near 
Cast St. Louis in 1924. He was 
dark-skinned and passed for a 
Mexican among Mexicans, it is 
said. Investigators believe it pos- 
sible that the Lima man alter- 
nately impersonated a Negroanda 
Mexican, In this connection it is 
suggested the Lima man wished to 
lose his identity as far as possible, 
without losing his name. If the 
three men were not one and the 
same, they at least had one com-

Here, nearly as far as the eye 
could reach, was a solid mass of 
persons, weaving and ever-change- 
ful, with splashes of bright red 
and yellow and white and green 
making it a fantastic pattern. For 
five-eighths of a mile from the 
farthest reach of the grand stand 
to the extreme limits of the club- 
house, on both sides of the track, 
a vast assemblage lined the rails. 

The vanguard of the Derby 
crowd arrived at Churchill. Downs 
before 7:30 a. m. when 400 en- 
tered as the turnstiles were opened.

rose (Mass.) Post or the American 
Legion, the 38-year-old typesetter 
spread-eagled a field of 54 starters 
with an unfaltering, machine-like 
‘pace that killed off all opposition. 
'De Mar, sm'‘ling and almost as 
|fresh as at the start. broke the 
‘tape at the finish fully a mile and 
‘a quarter in front of his nearest 
rival, Albert (Whitey) Michelson 
of East Port Chester, Conn., with 
Rill Agee, 20-year-old Baltimore 
youngster, in third place, approxi- 
mately another mile to the rear. 

De Mar Increases Lead. 
It was a close battle for the first 
15 miles of the hilly grind between 
Michelson, victor in the 1923 and 
1925 Baltimore marathons, and De 
Mar, with Agee a fairly close third, 
but after that point De Mar set out 
at a gait that quickly left all rivals 
far behind. Entering the city lim- 
its at the 20-mile mark, De Mar 
had lengthened his margin to a 
half mile and in the race through 
the city’s streets to the finish in 
front of the city hall, the winner 
more than doubled his advantage. 
De Mar’s time of 2 hours 45 min- 
utes 51-5 seconds was nearly four 
minutes behind the course record, 
made in 1924 by Frank Zuna of 
Newark, N. J., although a re-meas- 
urement had shortened it by 1274 
feet to make it the exact marathon 
distance of 26 miles, 385 yards. 
It was nearly 20 minutes slower 
than the world’s record set by 
Johnny Miles, young Nova Sco- 
tian, in winning the Boston mara- 
thon a few weeks ago, but it was 
faster than the recognized mara- 
thon record of 2:48:23 3-5, held By 
Michelson.

Coming of the Lmmigrants. 

Tt was more than &7 years ago— 
the date was Jan. 18, 1839—that 
700 Saxon immigrants arrived in St. 
louis to become the nucleus of the 
Missouri Synod. They made the 
trip up from New Orleans in the 
steamer “Rienzi,”” having left their 
fatherland to find a home where 
they would have freedom of reli- 
gious worship. 

Many of the descendants of these 
‘first Lutheran pilgrims are still liv- 
img in St. Louis.

It ras been advocated by Repre- 
sentative Luce that whenever the 
House proper finds itself without a 
quorum, it shall automatically re- 
solve itself into the Committee of 
the Whole, and proceed with the 
transaction of business. Cannon 
does not believe this practicable, 
and believes that it would be a too 
transparent device to evade the 
Constitution. 

“Pass a rule that general debate 
shall be confined to the subject,” 
he said. “Enforce the five-minute 
rule. Take the political speeches 
‘and the self-advertising speeches 
and all the irrelevant speeches off 
the floor and put them in the Ree- 
ord. Stop the senseless oral read- 
ing of bills and the reporting of 
Original forms of bills. Consolidate 
the memorial services, authorize 
‘the Committee of the Whole to 
function with 50 members, and en- 
force the rule against ‘dilatory’ 
points of order when they are ob- 
viously dilatory, and you will see 
the House regain its dignity, its 
popularity, its influence and its 
usefulness.’ 

What chance is there of accom- 
|plishing this? Precious little, as 
things stand now. For the rules, 
in addition to the consequences 
|which have been described here. 
|have another and entirely different 
| set of consequences. They give the 
leaders absolute control of legisla- 
tion, and when one says the lead- 
ers, one means the administration. 
Whatever their other defects, the 
House rules are perfectly and de- 
signedly drafted for the benefit of a 
President who wants to jam 
through it legislation of the kind 


he wants, when he wants It. 

It is*this feeling of futility, this 
knowledge that the leaders (acting 
under instruction from the White 
House) can make the House jump 
through the hoop when they are 
ready, that undoubtedly is respon- 
sible for much of the idle, irrele- 
vant and uninteresting stuff thar 
goes on On the floor. When the 
time to vote comes, the majority 
will come swarming in from the 
House Office Building, obedient to 
the party whip, to “put it oper.” 
Meantime, those of them who are 
desirous of strutting their little 
hour upon the stage are permitted 
to do so, with the understanding 
that they will “uphold the hand of 
the President” on the day that the 
leaders have set for a vote. 

Those leaders are satisfied with 
the situation. They do not pro- 
pose t Open the subject of rules’ re- 
vision if they can helpit. The Wis- 
consin insurgents shade them do it 
in 1923; when they had the balance 
of power, but those billous days are 
past, and a country that wanted to 
keep cool with Coolidge has since 
given them a safe and solid hand- 
picked working majority. As long 
as it remains the present rules will 
remain, and the House will remain 
“the most tiresome body on earth.”

RIOT AT BURIAL OF 
ITALIAN SOCIALIST 


Milan Police Try to Bury Him 
Secretly ,but Thousands 
Go to Cemetery.

CHIASSO, Switzerland, May 15. 
—-Workers and police fought yes- 
terday over the body of Giacinto 
Minott! Serrati, the veteran Socia!l- 
ist leader whom the police tried to 
bury secretly to prevent a Socialist 
demonstration. 


The workers, discovering the 
ruse, went in crowds to Millan’s 
famous cemetery, one of the beau- 
ty spots of the city. 

Serrati’s eldest son threw a red 
flag over the coffin. The patice 
knocked him down, and the riot 
started inside and outside the cem- 
etery. 

When Serrati died the police 
ordered that th-re be no funeral 
procession. Public manifestations 
of the grief of the workers for the 
death of their leader would have 
given the lie to the Fascist claim 
that Italian workers gladly have 
accepted the Fascist voke. Hun- 
dreds of labor delegations went to 
Milan from all parts of Italy to at- 
tend the funeral, which had been 
announced in two laber papers 
The prefect ordered the police to 
confiscdte the issues of the two pa- 
pers, and to prevent the funeral. 

In the meantime the body of Ser- 
rati had been carried in secret un- 
der heavy potice escort to the cem- 
etery. Despite the prefect’s orders. 
the workers decided to honor their 
dead leader inside the cemetery, 
but when they marched in thou- 
sands to the burying ground they 
found it surrounded by police and 
Fascist militia. 

Eventually deputations of work- 
ers were allowed to enter the cem- 
etery and lay flowers on Serratfi’s 
coffin. But when the police saw 
Serrati unfurling a red flag over 
the coffin, they seized it and 
knocked the young man down. Dur- 
ing the ensuing fight many police 
and workers were beaten.

Survey of St. Louis Society 
Shows Marvelous Progress 
Made Against Disease in 
Ten Years. 


The death rate from tuberculosis 
has been cut in half in the last 10 
years. More men die from this dis- 
ease than women, the ratio being 
60 to 40. The married woman from 
20 to 30 years old is more suscept- 
ible to tuberculosis than the single 
woman, and the single man from 
30 te 40 years of age is more sus- 
ceptible than the married man. 
These are some of the facts dis- 
closed in a survey made recently by 
the research department of the Tu- 
berculogis Society of St. Louis. 

That the tuberculosis death rate 
in St. Louis is rapidly decreasing 
has been known for some time, but 
in just what age groups the disease 
is most prevalent, which type of 
the disease most widespread, and 
other such details, the knowledge 
of which is so important in further 
reducing the death rate, has never 
before been compiled in definite 
form, according to Homer Hall, | 
president of the Tuberculosis So- | 
ciety.

Some 
ef that clothing stock is musty; nearly all 
of it is dusty and in some the moths have 
left evidence of a gala holiday. Virtually all 
of it is coarse and possibly was secondhand 
when he bought it, but {ft all gets its turn 
at duty. They say around the village that 
he changes clothes every time he goes home

hat. 

Of hats he has an almost unlimited sup- 
ply. They say that when a local store held 
a closing-out sale some years ago and of- 
fered men’s hats at three for a dollar, the 
Squire loosened his purse strings and 
beught the entire stock of 160.

In the old hotel days that 
spring floor swayed under the feet 
of belles and gallants from miles 
around. It was the center of social 
activities of the northern part of the 
State. But the bullding’s career as a 
hotel was comparatively brief. 


It seems that when John Petten- 
gill came pioneering out to Durand 
before the Civil War he overesti- 
mated the young town’s possibilities 
as a future railroad center and was a 
bit premature with his hotel. The 
erection of it was a formidable un- 
dertaking. For hia building material 
he went to the standing timber of 
Wisconsin. There in the backwoods 
north of Minera) Point he cut the logs, 
floated tham down the river to the town’s 
sawmill and then, with mule and ox teams, 
havled the lumber 100 miles’ across 
country from Mineral Point to Durand.
